THE STRIKE AT CHICAGO 


The strike of switchmen at Chicago is

The officials of the Brotherhood 
of Railway Trainmen have not only re- 
pudiated the strike but they have de- 
nounced it as unauthorized and illegal. 
Nevertheless the switchmen have per- 
sisted in their course and have misled 
other railroad employes here and there 
into support of their cause. 


The results of the strike are already 


damaging and in some respects serious. 
Freight congestion has reached the point 
where through traffic must be routed out- 
side of Chicago, while the city's milk sup- 
ply has been cut down and upwards of 
J5.000 packing house workers have been 
thrown out of employment. Neither the 
walk-out of the switchmen nor any of 
the sporadic strikes in sympathy has the 
approval of the regular union organiza- 
tion. 


It is to Ihe interest of organized labor 


everywhere that this so-called "rebel" 
outbreak be put down at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. Wages are not involved 
nor are, any principles which the Broth- 
erhood of Railway Trainmen has found 
itself able to support. The strike is with- 
out legitimate excuse and the longer it 
continues the greater the danger that or- 
ganized labor as a whole will suffer in 
the opinion of the public. 


The responsibility and good faith of 


unionism are assets which must be main- 
tained at all exist and it is to its credit 
that it is doing its utmost to relieve it- 
self and Ihe country from the distressing 
consequences of the strike at Chicago.

Senator La Follette appears to hold 


Wisconsin in the hollow of his hand. At 
the time he was opposing America's en- 
trance into the war and throughout his 
course in the senate during the war it 
was freely asserted that the people of 
"Wisconsin were with him and that a ma- 
jority would vote to sustain him at any 
time. That was a statement commonly 
made and while it related primarily to 
the issues of that time and the assump- 
tion involved a sorry commentary upon 
the citizenry of the state, there is little to 
disprove its accuracy and much to sus- 
tain it. 


However this may be, in a strictly poli- 


tical sense, leaving the war and its con- 
troversies out of the question, Mr. La 
Follette seems to be sufficiently strong 
to retain his control over the Republican 
party. Notwithstanding they are sup- 
posed to represent opposing views we do 
not know if there is much choice between 
control by La Follette and control by 
Gov. Philipp. 
There are intimations 


that the obstacles between them are not 
of a very serious character, while some 
go so far as to assert that there is a work- 
ing understanding between them. We 
must await developments for more light 
en this subject. 


Wisconsin's endorsement of La Fol- 


lette and the selection of his delegate 
ticket will have little or no effect upon 
the Chicago convention. The Republi- 
cans will, as in the past, "select a candi- 
date for president without regard for 
Wisconsin radicalism. It is said that Mr. 
La Follette will offer a platform of his 
own and a nominee of his choice, pos- 
sibly himself, but that will be an inter- 
esting incident only so far as Wisconsin 
is concerned. Wisconsin ought to have 
at Chicago delegates free to assist in the 
nomination of a sound progressive can- 
didate, one calculated to solidify the 
party and make it a force for construct- 
ive government the next four years in 
case it is restored to power. But Wis- 
consin belongs to Senator I-a Follette ap- 
parently and he will personally transact 
its unimportant business in Chicago. 


Those opposed to Mr. I .a Follette say 


his success in Tuesday's election was ma- 
terially advanced by the votes of Social- 
ists, designing Democrats and other ele- 
ments not necessarily Republican. We 
have no knowledge as to what extent this 
observation may be correct. Whatever 
the facts Mr. I^i Follette is the spiritual 
guide and the eommander-in-chief of the 
Republican party in Wisconsin. Those 
who do not like it will have to make the 
most of it, and we assume they will be 
quite as ready to do this in Ihe future as 
they have been in the past.

BLOCK HOUSES IN VERA CRUZ 


Vera Cruz, Mexico.—In the state of 
Vera 


Cruz today the Carranza government confronts 
one of its greatest problems in" bandit extermina- 
tion. It I", that fact that adds zest to the pres- 
ent situation in this interesting 
region, and 


heightens the thrill of travel on the railroad line 
between Mexico City and the port of Vera Cruz. 


Danger has been decreased to the 
absolute 


minimum on this line, but the ride has a thrill 
—bandits or no bandits—for the trip from the 
Mexican capital to the seacoast, from a scenic 
viewpoint, has few rivals in this world of na- 
tural wonders. It was this same scenic splendor 
which, 
in 
the 
old 
days, 
proved 
an 
ally 


of the roaming bandits. With the train swing- 
ing around high precipices and through moun- 
tain gorge>. and with rugged peaks affording ex- 
cellent hiding places, the wary bandit had the 
advantage, whether his object was hold-up or 
blow-up. 
Those were the days, however, before 
some 


wise head in the Carranza line-up 
outguessed 


the bandits and conceived the notion of erecting 
block-houses on the very eminences that former- 
ly had been points of vantage for the had men. 
So block-houses blocked the bandit. The travel- 
er to Vera Cruz today, after he has traversed 
about half the distance and has 
entered 
the 


mountainous district, sees at intervals of every 
one or two kilometers these picturesque fortress- 
es, constructed of adobe or cement and contain- 
ing aperture^ where the trusty firearm may lie 
rested. 
Inside the houses nre Carranzista sol- 


diers. At come places the block-houses seem to 
be in the most precarious positions, perched up 
on the mountain sides, but their presence has 
not met with favor in bandit circles. 


But the government has another card which it 


plays against the mauraudera. This is the arm- 
ed escort which accompanies the train. In fact, 
there are two armed escorts. 
Attached to the 


nassenger train is a freight car 
containing 
a 


body of Carranza soldiers, nondescript, but with 
mauser* very much in evidence. 
Then behind 


the passenger train is another string of cars, a 
troop train, which carries still more soldiers. The 
trooos in this train act as reinforcements, if the 
occasion demands, after the soldiers up 
front 


have engaged the attacken in a 
preliminary 


skirmish. 


Time wa» when the troop train, or "explora- 


dor" as it was called, traveled ahead of the pas- 
senger outfit, doing scout duty. But there was 
a flaw in this arrangement. The canny banditti 


. graciously allowed the troop train to pass, then 


dynamited the passenger car<<. At least that was 
the theory, according to the Iloyle of banditry, 
and the troopers might have continued 
many 


• miles ahead before they learned what had hap- 


pened in the rear. So the position of the trains 
wa« reversed. 


With this bandit-proof combination of block- 


houses and armed escorts, the traveler to thin 
picturesque port may revel uninterruptedly tn 
the offerings of nature. From Mexico City, he 
advances toward the divide, the highest 
point 


which separates the mountainous plateau dis- 
trict from the tierra caliente, or "hot country" 
of the coastal region. 


Finally he reaches this divide and then, peep- 


ing downward through the mountain passes, he 
catches sight of the tropical country beneath 
him. He has begun to roaM to the lower levels. 
He is still in a high altitude, amid the temperate 
climate of the mountains, but there 
beneath 


him. in full view, are banana trees and coroanut 
palms—a South Sea Island sotting. 
Around and 


around the mountain') the train passes and the 
same fruit vendors who have displayed 
their 


wares up above are waiting for

traveler 


when he reaches the lower levels. Thev have de- 
scended by means of the shorter, more precipl- 
tout: foot paths. 


Finally the traveler has roached the low-lands:

by an expert. The man-style shoes

hut are not 


dainty and pretty enough for Percy 
and Cyril. 


The first stage or type of painful 


forefoot occurs chiefly in young wom- 
en 
whose 
high heels transfer too 


much of the- body weight to the for- 
ward part of the foot and whose un- 
naturally 
narrow 
and 
extremely 


pointed shoes give insufficient room 
for the spread of the foot under that 
weight. 
Pressure upon the forefoot 


by the improper shoe therefore de- 
presses the transverse arch made up 
of the small bones of the forefoot, 
and probably squeezes a nerve be- 
tween the heads of these small meta- 
tarsal lx>nes. The characteristic com- 
plaint of the victim is a sudden lan- 
cinating pain of a burning character 
felt toward the outer side of the 
forefoot and so severe that she is 
compelled to remove her shoe and 
rub the foot for relief. This happens 
again and again, as long as the mis- 
guided victim persists in wearing the 
freak shoes. It may lie overcome by 
the adoption of sane shoes. The lasts 
or makes of shoes recommended by 
the Y. W. C. A. council for women 
are good, and not in the slightest de- 
gree unbecoming to a young woman. 
The important essentials of the shoe 
required are (1) straight inside sole 
line or slightly inflating soles: (2) 
reasonably broad low heel; very flex- 
ible shank to give the foot muscles a

If the^feet are of any value to the in- 
dividual in an economic sense he or 
she should think well enough of them 
to consult a competent physician for 
such cases, and he is a physician who 
hides his light under a bushel, mere-

pedic surgery."

"THIRD—(Find what proportion of 


your total weekly income is spent in 
each direction. 


"FOURTH—Study other people's 


experience to find what proportions 
they have spent in each direction to 
get the most comfort and most sav- 
ings from their income. 


"FIFTH—Decide at the beginning 


of the week what proportion of your 
income you will spend in each direc- 
tion." 


An easy way, suggested by Miss 


Furman to keep weekly accounts is 
to take a cheap-lined copy book and 
down the left edge of a page list un- 
der each other the various things for 
which money is spent. 
Along the 


top, above the first item, put 
the 


days of the week across the page. 


Average Expenditure 


The average expenditure in each 


direction should be found after the 
accounts have been kept for at least 
three — o0'--': by adding the amount 
spent for any one item in that time 
and dividing by three. 


Percentages are found by dividing 


the weekly income by 100 to find 1 
per cent of the income, and divid- 
ing 
each 
average weekly expendi- 


ture by this 1 per cent. 
This will 


show how the income is apportioned. 


"The table of percentages." says 


Miss Furmau. "which has given the 
most cj in fort to most people, accord- 
ing to the National League of Women 
Workers, is this: 


"Kent. 20 per cent: clothing. 10%per 


cent; food. 30 per cent, improvement. 
10 per cent, including recreation, club 
dues, dental and medical care: oper- 
ating expenses. 15 per cent, carfare, 
laundry, etc.; insurance aiid savings, 
15 per cent. 


"These are the proportions which 


have been found by long experience 
to 
work out best in supporting a 


family. 
For an individual girl the 


proportions might be.somewhat dif- 
ferent. 


How to Adjust Budget 


"Suppose Mary, whose savings av- 


erage 88 cents a week, decides she 
wants to save more, but doesnf know 
how to do it. 
If slie comuarod her

will see that in 


proportion to her board and rent she 
is spending far too >>iuch on clothes, 
and somewhat too much on improve- 
ment and operating expenses--. 


"Lizzie thinks she has been econo-
